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Soviets charge B1 
decision to set 
back arms limitation 


MOSCOW (UPI) — The Soviet Union 
has charged that President Carter’s 
decision to scrap the B1 bomber in favor 
of cruise missiles will set back efforts to 
slow down the arms race. 
The cruise missile clearly is a major 
obstacle in U.S.-Soviet Strategic Arms 
Limitation Talks, the Communist Party 
newspaper Pravda said in its weekly in­ 
ternational review section Sunday. 
The cruise-missile issue “ is a policy 
dangerous to mankind,” Pravda said, “ a 
policy which only plays into the 
hands of the enemies of peace and the 
monopolies of the military-industrial 
complex.” 
“ Hence the question: Is the United 
States going to add deliberately to dif­ 
ficulties in the way of a new Soviet- 
American strategic arms limitation 
agreement?” it said. 
“ The United States is beginning a new 
round of the arms race,” it said, calling 
the move “ a policy dangerous to man­ 
kind.” 
Pravda also said Carter’s decision to 
block mass production of the B1 bomber

State withdraws order 
on J-M surveillance

After a series of hearings begun in 
February and completed in May, the 
state Department of Industrial Safety 
(DIS) has decided to withdraw its 
special order to Johns-Mansville in Lom­ 
poc that the plant institute a medical sur­ 
veillance program for workers exposed 
to silica dusts, lawyers said Friday. 
In turn, J-M and state officials said, J- 
M has submitted a letter asserting that 
its own current medical program both 
meets and exceeds the state-ordered 
program. J-M also promises in the letter 
to notify until 1982 both the Occupational 
Health Branch of the state Department 
of Health and the DIS if the plant should 
eliminate or change some important 
part of the program. 
The DIS issued the special order in 
November 1976. after 11 months in which 
J-M had not been giving workers annual 
checkups The plant’s contract with a 
medical group that conducted J-M’s 
program had expired. 
Also, government tests in February 
1976 showed excessive potentially hazar­ 
dous levels of airborne diatomaceous 
earth, which J-M mines and processes. 
According to state administrative 
policy, a special order may be issued “ to 
correct an unsafe condition ... which 
p oses a th reat to health or safety of an 
employe and which cannot be made safe 
under existing standards.” 
Existing law only requires employers 
to give annual physicals to workers ex­ 
posed to asbestos — a known cause of 
cancer and lung disease — not to silica. 
J-M contested the special order. In 
November, about the same time the 
order was issued, J-M contracted with 
another medical group to resume its 
worker examination program. 
As J-M had argued during hearings in 
Santa Barbara, and San Francisco in

CAIRO, Egypt (UPI) — Members of a 
fanatical Moslem sect who kidnaped a 
former Egyptian cabinet minister 
threatened to execute him today unless 
the government frees 30 jailed sect 
members and pays $500.000 
Dr. Muhammad al-Zahaby, 64, a 
former minister of religious endow­ 
ments and wellknown Islamic scholar, 
was abducted from his suburban home 
Sunday by nine sect members wielding 
machine guns and dressed as policemen. 
The kidnapers said they were 
members of the Penance and Retreat 
Society, an outlawed Moslem sect that 
advocates withdrawal from the modern 
world and strict adherence to Islamic 
teachings.

When Arthus Hayes came to 
California from Iowa in 1966 he 
knew someday he would be liv­ 
ing in the Santa Ynez Valley, 
but he didn’t know he would be 
farming olallieberries. 
Hayes quit his job as clerk in 
Santa Barbara Juvenile Court 
last January and moved to 
Solvang in March to supervise 
the full-time operation of Valle 
Del Sol Farm, two and one-half 
m iles west of Buellton on 
Highway 246. 
According to 
Hayes, the farm is the only 
co m m ercia l 
o la llie b e r r y 
enterprise in California, south 
of Watsonville. 
The olallie, a variety of 
trailing-type blackberry, was 
developed in Oregon by Dr. 
George F Waldo especially for 
growth in C alifornia and 
western Oregon. It was a cross 
between the black Logan and 
Young berries and was released 
commercially in 1950 Olallie is 
the Chinook Indians’ word for 
blackberry. 
H ayes and his partners 
Walter L Johnson. Eldward R. 
Olson and William B Sanders, 
all working full-time in Santa 
Barbara, bought the farm in 
1976 The former owners had 
planted 1.5 acres of dailies in 
1974 as an experiment which 
showed the berry to be well 
suited to the local climate and 
soil 
Hayes said 10 acres of the 33- 
acre farm are now under 
cultivation in olallies and he ex­ 
pects the fields to produce 
about 30 tons of berries this 
year He said the vines should 
mature around 1981 and could 
produce from 100 to 150 tons of 
fruit. 
The farm operates on a pick- 
your-own system which Hayes 
said has a price advantage for 
the consumer, plus “they get 
th e 
fun 
fro m 
p ic k in g 
themselves.” 
This season opened June 25 
and Hayes said 500 enthusiastic 
pickers emptied the fields of 
1.400 pounds of berries by 4 
p m 
The fields were closed 
four days to allow the berries to 
ripen again 
“ Hopefully, we won’t have to 
close again We should he open 
through July.” said Hayes. 
The farm guest book shows 
pickers from San Diego to 
Morro Bay cam e just to pick 
olallies after reading new­ 
spaper advertisements. Berry 
hunters with their own con­ 
tainers pay 45 cents for a pound 
of olallies, or a pre-picked flat 
(six lbs.) can be purchased for 
$6 
Hayes said he also supplies 
three local m arkets with 
berries fresh each morning 
The four partners knew little 
about farming when they went 
into business. Hayes said John 
H Foott and Paul D LaVine. 
farm advisers for San Luis 
Obispo and Stanislaus Counties, 
respectively, were especially 


helpful in explaining the in­ 
tricacies of olallie farming 
Hayes uses few chemicals in 
farming, other than fertilizers 
and weed killer The vines are 
not sprayed after the buds open 
in spring 
O ther C alifornia farm ers 
have been plagued by drought, 
but the olallies never thirst, 
receiving a daily irrigation 
“ Fortunately, we have our 
own well." said Hayes. “ We use 
what we need to maintain the 
cro p , but we d o n ’t w aste 
w ater.” 
A b a c h e lo r. H ayes h as 
employed two San Marcos High 
School graduates schooled in 
agriculture to aid him 
Mike 
L illym an, 24, and Howard 
Soans. 23. fill in the gaps in 
Hayes' ag knowledge 
“ I c o n s id e r th e m m y 
farm ers," said Hayes 
There are some 650 acres of 
olallies under com m ercial 
cultivation in Northern Califor­ 
nia and private crops scattered 
around the state 
Hayes said 
people “just haven’t gotten into 
it yet,’ but he expects the berry 
to become more popular due to 
Us hardiness and resistance to 
fungus. 
Olallies can be used in any 
recipe calling for berries and 
Hayes said the fruit makes ex­ 
cellent jam One winery in the

Speeds reduced in 
voluntary campaign 


C a lifo rn ia ’s 
m onth-long 
voluntary 55 mph compliance 
campaign cut speeds by one- 
half mile per hour and saved 20 
lives, CHP Commissioner Glen 
Craig said 
Analysis of the May effort 
show ed 
sta te w id e 
sp eed s 
averaged 54 9 mph for the 
month, a half-mile lower than 
April which was used as a base 
for comparative purposes. 
"More important, the drop n 
speeds saved an estim ated 20 
lives in CHP areas of respon­ 
sibility,” Craig said. “ The 
projected figure for May 1977 
w as 290 d e a th s on C H P 
roadways 
The actual figure 
was 243, a difference of 47 
Twenty of these can be at­ 
tributed to lower speeds, the 
balance to other causes and 
statistical variation.” Craig 
said the May figure of 243 
deaths was 51 less than the 294 
recorded in May last year, 
although last year’s figure in­ 
cluded 29 deaths which resulted 
from one accident 
Monthly fatality counts had 
been higher since February, 
thus the May decline reversed 
the trend “ Speed compliance 
does have an impact, which was 
the point of the May cam paign” 
involving cooperation of both 
public and private sectors in a 
m a ssiv e a w a re n e ss e ffo rt 
aimed at motorists, Craig said

put him in the electric chair.” 


Buddy Cochran, 30, stood 
glumly in a blood-flecked T- 
shirt and jean s Sunday as 
Ju stice of the P ea ce John 
W Southwell charged him with 
19 counts of assault with an 
automobile and told him more 
charges may be coming 


Southwell, a retired police­ 
man w ith 13 y ea rs on the 
Sumter County bench, set bond 
at $10,000 on each of the current 
15 counts — for the 19 spec­ 
tators who lay in the Americus- 
Sumter County Hospital. He 
said he was being deliberately 
harsh. 


Cochran’s 
battered 
Jaguar 
XKE was dumped behind the 
tiny courthouse, its windshield 
shattered and fenders wrinkled 
by the crush of bodies when it 
roared into the crowd of about 
250 curious sp ecta to rs and 
reporters at the Saturday night 
rally. 


“Ten years ago, you could 
have charged him with at­ 
tempted murder, but now the 
la w 's c h a n g e d an d i t ’s 
aggravated assault,’’ Southwell 
said after the arraignm ent. 
“ When you get someone like 
that, you want to put them in 
the electric chair, but you 


can’t.” 
Sheriff Randy Howard said a 
charge of drunk driving may be 
added because Cochran’s blood- 
alcohol content was gauged at 
.13 — three-tenths of a point 
above Georgia’s presumption of 
intoxication. 
Howard said charges of sim ­ 
ple battery might be brought on 
behalf of the 13 injured victim s 
not hospitalized. 


“We are not charging him 
with driving under the influence 
at this tim e,” Howard said. 
“There’s probably a lot of little 
stuff we could keep adding on.” 


Most of those admitted to the 
hospital suffered “noncritical 
lower body injuries,” a hospital 
spokesman said, although CBS 
reporter Betsy Aaron suffered 
head and leg injuries and was 
later airlifted 
to Atlanta’s 
Emory University Hospital. 


Howard said Cochran had 
stopped his car at the rally out 
of curiosity but “didn’t like 
what was being said” by the 
sp eak ers. The sh eriff said 
Cochran apparently felt KKK 
Imperial Wizard Bill Wilkinson 
was denouncing not only black 
U N. A m b assad or A ndrew 
Young, but the Carter fam ily 
and Plains-area residents as 
well. The Klan called the rally 
in C arter’s hom e town to 
denounce Young and protest 
Carter's decision to abandon 
the B1 bomber.

Homosexuals in right 
wing concerns wizard 


SHEPHERDSVILLE, 
Ky. 
(UPI) — Homosexuals pose a 
growing problem for right-wing 
organizations and threaten the 
effectiveness of the far right, 
according to Ku Klux Klan 
Imperial Wizard Robert Shel­ 
ton. 
“I’m concerned about the in­ 
formants, the sex deviates, the 
homosexuals, the sex perverts 
in the right wing," Shelton said 
in a weekend interview during a 
KKK rally and cross-burning on 
a farm near here. “ We’ve just 
got to clean out all th ese 
phonies that are existing in the 
right wing if we re going to be 
effective ” 
S h elto n , 
w ho h ead s the 
Alabama-based United Klansof 
America, claim ed homosexuals 
had moved into key positions of 
leadership in som e right-wing 
organizations and endangered 
the groups’ credibility. He said 
his group used lie-detectors on 
prospective m em bers of the 
w hite su p rem a cist sect to 
“weed out” homosexuals who 
applied for membership. 
Shelton was especially criti­ 
cal of the Rev. Billy James 
Hargis of Tulsa. Okla . director 
of the Christian Crusade move­ 
m ent, who w as accused of 
homosexual seduction of some 
students at the college he once 
headed 
“This to me was one of the 
most unreal things, the Hargis 
thing,” said Shelton, who spent 
time in prison in the late 1960s 
because he refused to turn over 
Klan membership records to a 
congressional com m it te. 


Renewal of political 
violence seen in Turkey 


ANAKARA, Turkey (UPI) — 
P arliam en t’s rejection of a 
minority government led by 
P rem ier-d esig n a te 
B ulent 
Ecevit has sparked fears of a 
renewal of the political violence 
that left 225 dead in the past 18 
months. 
Ecevit resigned Sunday im ­ 
mediately after the 229-217 vote 
against his cabinet, made up of 
m em bers of his Republican 
Peoples party that won parlia­ 
mentary elections last month 
but fell short of a majority. 
But the poet-mystic agreed to 
head a caretaker government 
until President Fahri Koruturk 
decides on a new prem ier- 
designate, a decision Koruturk 
could announce as early as to­ 
day. 
Ecevit could be asked to take 
on the task, although Turkish 
law d o es not req u ire the 
p r e m ie r -d e sig n a te 
be 
the 
leader of the party that wins the 


most seats in parliament. 
Whatever 
Koruturk’s 
deci­ 
sion, a coalition government ap­ 
peared inevitable and Ecevit 
said he expected his party 
would be included in any coali­ 
tion effort. 
“Any 
government 
formula 
that does not include the largest 
party would be unrealistic,” 
said the 52-year old Ecevit, who 
served briefly as premier in 
1974. 
The balance of power in a 
coalition governm ent would 
rest with the far right National 
Salvation Party. 
E cevit had hoped to push 
through parliament a left-of- 
center government with the 214 
votes from his own party plus 
support 
from 
the cen trist 
R e lia n c e p arty and so m e 
rightist lawmakers 
He mustered only the votes 
from his own party, two in­ 
dependents and one from the 


centrist Democratic party 
Former Premier Suleyman 
Dem irel’s 
right-wing Justice 
party voted against him along 
with the National Salvation and 
neo-fascist National Actior par­ 
ties 
Turkey’s uncertain political 
situation led to fears of a 
renewal of the political violence 
that left 215 persons dead and 
4,000 injured in the past 18 
months. 
E cevit’s defeat also shattered 
hopes of an early settlem ent to 
the dispute between Turkish 
and Greek Cypriots. Turkish 
forces occupy part of the 
Mediterranean island 
An E cevit coalition with the 
National Salvation party would 
make it difficult for him to keep

Reports from the battle zone 
said at least nine persons were 
wounded in the barrages and 
“both sides seem to be reinforc­ 
ing their position in preparation 


for a major military offen­ 
sive.” 
A villager told reporters in 
Hasbaya, eight m iles northeast 
of the rightist-held town of 
Marjayoun, that artillery ex­ 
changes were intensifying be­ 
tw een 
M arjayoun 
and the 
leftist-Palestinian stronghold of 
Khiam. 
The artillery duels cam e 
after an attack Saturday by 
righ tist m ilitiam en on the 
Moslem village of Yarin that 
witnesses said killed some 20 
persons and reduced the village 
to a ghosttown as thousands of 
persons fled in panic.

rightist occupation of 
Yarin was brief as Lebanese 


leftists retook the village, 500 
yards from the Israeli border, a 
few hours after the invaders 
abandoned it, the w itnesses 
said 


But the attack was savage, 
with house-to-house fighting un­ 
der the constant pounding of 
Israeli shells and virtually all 
but the 20 villagers killed and a 
few of the 15 or so injured took 
flight, they said 


The witnesses contradicted 
reports both from Christian 
rightist spokesmen and Pales­ 
tinian officials that a battalion 
of Israeli troops had taken part 
in the assault Israel denied the 
allegation

The swiftly burgeoning issue 
is the r e la tiv e ly e so te r ic 
method by which the state 
taxes the income of foreign cor­ 
porations doing business in 
California. It is called the 
“unitary” system . 


The typical California person­ 
al income taxpayer probably 
couldn’t care less about the un­ 
itary system But for state tax 
collectors and board chairmen 
of multinationals, it spells big 
money — in excess of $100 
million a year. 


Basically under the unitary 
method, California considers a 
c o r p o r a tio n ’s 
w o r ld w id e 
profits, property and payroll. It 
then decides what percentage 
of each is attributable to Cali­ 
fornia and levies the tax under 
a formula. 


Other states employ varying 
versions of the unitary concept 
but m ost extract corporate 
taxes by the so-called “arm ’s 
length” method. 'Hus treats a 
multinational or interstate cor­ 
poration as a single business 
and ignores its international 
operations 
In California, to the distress 
of board chairmen, a multina­ 
tional may suffer a loss on its 
California operations but still 
owe a state tax because its ac­ 
tivities elsewhere produced a 
profit. 


Brown and other top-level ad­ 
ministration officials, includ­ 
ing A ir R e so u r c e s B oard 
Chairman Tom Quinn, are in­ 
volved in a major campaign to 
lure 
low-polluting Japanese 
automobile and electronics as- 


sembly plants to California. 
But Quinn, who recen tly 
returned from Japan, says for 
Japanese industrial leaders the 
unitary method is "alm ost an 
obsession — it is unaccep­ 
table.”

From shoes to hats, from pots and 
pans to baby clothes. You name it and 
thev sell it at the Lompoc Thrift Shop. 
512 North H St. 
The Thrift Shop is operated by the 
Lompoc Health and Welfare Coor­ 
dinating Council which employs Lexie 
Denson to coordinate shop activities 
The 15-member council is headed by 
the Rev. Kenneth Boyd as chairman and 
includes Eugenia Hewitt, chairman of 
the Thrift Shop Committee, and Charlot­ 
te Benton, treasurer. 
Between eight and 10 regular 
volunteers assist Mrs. Denson with the 
myriad of details involved in stocking 
the Thrift Shop and keeping it going 
Perhaps one of the most faithful 
volunteers is Jean Holley who has been 


donating a minimum of four hours of her 
time daily for the past seven years. 
“ She's done everything from watering 
the yard to mending, washing and iron­ 
ing the clothes,” Mrs. Denson reports 
with a fond look at her friend. 
Like so many other volunteers, Mrs 
Holley’s family is grown. “ I’ve got the 
time,” she simply says. 
An average of at least 50 customers 
from all walks of life pass through the 
Thrift Shop each day. Some have money. 
Some don’t. But for those who don’t, all 
is not lost 
The signatures of two 
members of the coordinating council will 
buy them what they need. 
“ We couldn’t exist if the community 
did not contribute to the shop daily.” 
Mrs. Denson says. 


Many people put their donated clothing 
articles in the two big blue boxes out in 
front of the shop. Others bring what they 
have to share right into the shop If they 
bring it in, they can be given a receipt so 
they may deduct the estimated amount 
as a contribution on their income tax at 
the end of the year. 
“ We re very grateful to the people of 
Lompoc because there’s no way we could 
function without their help,” Mrs. 
Denson says. “ The people who come and 
buy — the people who contribute — it 
takes both! ” 
Many local merchants also donate end- 
of-season merchandise to the shop And 
members of the Lompoc Community 
Women’s Club as well as local churches 
also are generous with their time and 


materials. 
The council has a contract with Dawi 
House, Lompoc’s Growth Developmen 
Center for Young Adults, to provide hel| 
in emptying the big blue boxes and in do 
ing the Thrift Center yardwork. 
Open Monday through Friday from 1( 
a m to 4 p.m., the shop is patronized no 
only by local people but by many frorr 
out of the area as well. On occasion« 
when the shop is open on Saturday it is 
manned by members of the Lompoc 
Girls' Club board of directors. 
Last year, approximately 30( 
Christmas baskets were supplied tc 
needy families. The money came frorr 
Thrift Shop sales. 
“ So you see,” Mrs. Denson says, “ the 
money goes right back to Lompoc ”

Los Olivos school 
may be purchased 


A proposal to purchase the 
old Los Olivos School building 
for Santa Ynez Valley-wide 
community use and plans for 
the formation of a volunteer 
fire department in Los Olivos 
are well under way. 
This was learned at a meeting 
of the board of directors of the 
L os O livos Im p ro v em en t 
Center. 
Reports from com mittees 
organized to help solve some of 
the com m unity’s problem s 
were heard at the session 
Robert P Stephen Jr., is the 
prime mover to acquire the old 
Los Olivos School building as a 
valley youth and adult center. 
Articles of incorporation and by 
laws have been formulated for 
the establishment of a Los 
Olivos Valley-wide Community 
Center. 
According to the LOIA parks 
and recreation task force, the 
goal is to gain the support of the 
Los Olivos School D istrict 
board of trustees and conduct a 
fund-raising campaign to even­ 
tually purchase the building and 


property. It has been said that 
cost estimates for acquisition 
of the property range up to 
$100,000. 


The building was abandoned 
for school use earlier this year, 
with students attending classes 
in new buildings on a campus 
across the street from the old 
school Implementation of the 
Field Act (earthquake safety 
law) caused closing of the 
school 


It was also reported that the 
task force working on the es­ 
tablishment of a volunteer fire 
department is receiving strong 
support from the County Fire 
D ept, and the sta te fire 
marshal. 
The county, it was said, will 
p r o v i d e 
a 
p u m p e r , 
a 
resuscitator and training for a 
local crew. Negotiations it was 
reported have been started for 
the acquisition of a free parcel 
of land for training sessions and 
for a headquarters building. 
Because the problems of each 
group overlap, those working on 


flood control and roads and 
streets have combined their ef­ 
forts.

Beef producers facing tough 
decision on information plan 


C alifo rn ia's beef producers — 
and those of the rest of the na­ 
tion — are used to making tough 
decisions but now they are 
faced with perhaps one of the 
most important choices they 
will ever make By July 15 they 
will have to decide whether to 
trade some of their traditional 
independence for involvement 
in a national self-help program. 
That decision will be deter­ 
mined by how they vote July 5- 
15 on a proposal to set up a 
national research and informa­ 
tion program for beef If pas­ 
sed, this Beef Research and In­ 
formation Referendum would 
provide the structure through 
which producers could raise 
funds for beef research, con­ 
sum er education, promotion 
and market development. 
‘‘The program would be 
funded by a three-tenths of one 
per cent assessm ent on the 
value added to cattle by each 
person along the production 
chain. It is estimated that this 
would raise $30 to $40 million a 
y ear," explains Ken Ellis. 
C o o p e r a t i v e 
E x t e n s i o n 
livestock specialist for the 
University of California 
The 
funds would be administered 
through a 68-member board 
composed of producers. 
If the referendum passes, 
Ellis said he expects that one of 
the first major research efforts 
will be in the area of nutrition 
to determine the effects of beef 
in the diet. 
“ The referendum also has 
potential for creating a more 
stable market for beef that 
would be less subject to the 


w ild p rice flu c tu a tio n s th at 
have plagued consumers In the 
past,” says Ellis. 
Although the assessment on 
cattle sales will be automatic, 
the program itself will be 
voluntary, 
meani ng that 
producers who do not want to 
participate in the national ef­ 
fort can get their assessm ents 
refunded 
Approximately 10 per cent of 
the eligible livestock producers 
are registered to vote in the up-

'Washington hardball' game told 
Rapist 
kidnaper 
sought 


FRESNO (UPI) - Authori­ 
ties today searched for a rapist 
who kidnaped two girls from a 
Fresno shopping center and 
drove them to San Diego where 
he held them hostage more than 
four days 
The girls were 
released during the weekend 
and returned to their families 
The girls. Norma Milligan, 
15. of Santa Cruz, and her 
cousin, Christina Alcorn 7, of 
Reedley, were abducted last 
Tuesday night by a Mexican 
man about 30 who told them 
Christina’s mother had been in 
an accident. 
D riving an old Chrysler 
Imperial, he took them to a 
Fresno street where glass was 
spread along the road and told 
them it was the accident site 
The M illigan girl 
became 
suspicious and he leaned over 
and told her “you’re being kid­ 
naped ’’ 
The suspect then drove the 
girls to San Diego where they 
stayed in a motel near the Mex­ 
ican Border for four days while 
the older girl was repeatedly 
raped 
A uthorities said the 
younger girl was asleep or sent 
out of the room during the sex­ 
ual a s s a u lts and w as not 
harmed herself 
O fficers said the suspect 
bragged to the girls he was a 
mem ber of the terrorist Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army and 
threatened to “destroy” the 
girls parents if they tried to es­ 
cape 
He also said he per­ 
formed 
similar 
rape-kidnaps 
“ all the time .” 


Copper plant 
pickets remain 


PHOENIX, Ariz. (UPI) - 
P ick e t lin es rem ain ed at 
facilities of six major copper 
companies today, but union of­ 
ficials said they hoped to 
schedule negotiation sessions 
with all of them before the end 
of the week 
Settlements reached with the 
industry’s two largest produc­ 
ers Saturday brought predic­ 
tions the strike would end 
quickly Representatives of the 
N o n f e r r o u s 
I n d u s t r y 
Conference approved the settle­ 
ments with Kennecott Copper 
Corp 
and Magma Copper Co., 
calling for wage hikes of 85 
cents an hour over the three- 
vear contracts. 
Kennecott officials said addi­ 
tional fringe benefits brought 
the total package to $1 04 an 
hour 
Union officials said 
workers averaged $7 10 an hour 
under old contracts. 
The strike against the copper 
companies began at the expira­ 
tion of old contracts Thursday 
night, and against Magma at 
midnight Friday. 
After an all-night session Fri­ 
day. the tentative agreement 
was reached and approved by 
the union re p re s e n ta tiv e s 
Saturday night. 
Magma workers began re­ 
turning to their jobs im ­ 
medi at el y. but Kennecott 
employes remained off. 


21 rescued 
from lake 


PROVO. Utah (UPI) - Three 
infants were among 21 people 
rescued from Utah Lake after 
high winds and waves disabled 
three boats 
All 21 people were wearing 
lifejackets when the incidents 
occurred Saturday evening 
Utah Lake State Park Ranger 
Ashley Allen credited that with 
saving several lives 
Eighteen of the boaters were 
in the w ater when they were 
rescued 
One boat, owned by J.R 
Wilson Provo apparently went 
out of control and drifted into 
the rocks of the Provo Boat 
Harbor 
Nine people were 
aboard 
Six people were aboard a boat 
owned by Ronald Clark, Orem. 
when it rolled over south of the 
harbor 
Three people were preparing 
to water ski when the third 
boat operated by Kelly Spen­ 
cer, Orem, was hit by winds 
and the engine died 
By the 
time the skiers were rescued 
two hours later they had drifted 
five miles from the boat, park 
officials said 


RIVERSIDE. Calif. (UPI) - 
Two suspects accused of killing 
and dismembering eight young 
men are helping deputies 
search for bodies of as many as 
35 other persons killed during a 
10 year period, authorities said 
Sunday. 
Officers said they would 
search for more bodies Tues­ 
day. the same day the suspects 
were scheduled for arraign­ 
ment on two murder charges. 
Authorities 
said 
Patrick 
Kearney, 37. and David Hill, 34, 
both of Redondo Beach, indicat­ 
ed they may have been involved 
in a total of 43 slayings and 
were cooperating in trying to 
pinpoint where the bodies were 
left. 
Riverside County authorities 


JOHANNESBURG, 
South 
Africa (UPI> — Police tear- 
gased thousands of black 
mourners and students leaving 
an emotional funeral of a black 
teenager shot to death in recent 
violence in the black ghetto of 
Soweto. 
Police said they also used 
teargas Sunday to break up 
about 500 blacks hurling rocks 
at cars on a main Soweto street, 
and smaller crowds in three 
similar incidents in other sec­ 
tions of the ghetto. 
Soweto police chief Bng Jan 
Visser said no arrests were 
made and the area was calm by 
Sunday evening 
The first teargassing took 
place after the burial at the 
Nancefield cemetery of 18-year 
old Johanna Rathebe, shot to 
death June 23 outside her home 
during police-black clashes in 
Soweto. 


also asked the Imperial County 
sheriff’s department to search 
its records for John and Jane 
Doe bodies or missing persons 
reported in the last three years. 
Kearney and Hill, admitted 
homosexuals, surrendered to 
authorities Friday and booked 
on murder charges. 
A s h e r iff’s dep artm ent 
spokesman said the two were 
linked to the crim es by 
evidence found near one of the 
bodies. He would not specify 
the evidence 
The eight victims, ranging in 
age from 16 to 28, were found in 
four Southern California coun­ 
ties All had been shot through 
the head and were nude. Most 
were mutilated and four were 
found stuffed into trash bags. 


Her funeral was attended by

Armed riot police stayed 
away from the crowd during the

As the mourners left, police 
lobbed teargas caimisters into 
the crowds, which broke up 
quickly. 


Oil spill 
loss still 
not collected 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Last 
December’s massive oil spill 
that resulted when the tanker 
Argo Merchant ran aground off 
Nantucket Island, Mass., cost 
taxpayers $5.2 million and none 
has yet been collected from 
those responsible. 
Rep. Leo Ryan, chairman of a 
House Government Operations 
subcom m ittee that is in­ 
vestigating government pre­ 
paredness to deal with such dis­ 
asters, released a report Satur­ 
day by Congress’ General 
Acounting Office on the Argo 
Merchant spill. 
The 640-foot tanker ran 
aground on Nantucket shoals 
Dec. 15 and broke up six days 
later. It left a 7.5 million gallon 
oil spill described as the worst 
ever on the U.S. Atlantic Coast, 
and threaten ed th e rich 
Georges Bank fishing ground. 
The tanker’s captain said he 
was 29 miles off course because 
navigation equipment failed 
Ryan said the GAO report, 
the first formal estimate of the 
overall cost of cleaning up the 
spill, “reveals a hidden cost 
that is a part of our nation's 
continuing dependence on fo­ 
reign oil.” 
“It provides another dimen­ 
sion to the energy crisis, and 
reveals a financial and environ­ 
mental cost which has been ob­ 
scured and ignored,” he said. 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Telephone calls from Gerald 
Ford and Jimmy Carter demon­ 
strated vividly to a freshman 
congressman last week the 
power game sometimes known 
as Washington hardball. 
Rep. Marc Marks, R-Pa., was 
considered a possible “swing 
vote” on a controversial energy 
issue.

FDA chief warns of new cancer

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OPEC price war settled; 
consumer effect in doubt 


Legislative employes in variety of investments 


R IY A D H , Saudi Arabia 
(U PI) — A price war that had 
threatened to destroy the OPEC 
international oil carter has 
been resolved for the most part, 
although is no indication of how 
the settlement will affect UMS 
consumers. 
Saudi Arabia and the United 
Arab Emirates Sunday hiked 
their prices by 5 per cent 
retroactive to July 1 to match 
those of nine other members of 
the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries. 
The widely expected price in­ 
creases were the two nations’ 
side of a deal that called on the 
rest of OPEC to forego a 5 per 


cent price increase scheduled 
for Ju ly 1. Nine O PEC 
members did that Wednesday. 
The move put the average 
cost of oil from 11 OPEC na­ 
tions at $12.70 per barrel. Iraq 
and Syria did not go through 
with the July 1 price hike, but 
neither did they announce plans 
to abandon it completely. 
Oil sources said the two 
holdouts had agreed to scotch 
the July 1 price increase, but 
they wanted Saudi Arabia and 
the Emirates to hike their 
prices first to avoid seeming as 
though they had given in to 
Saudi pressures. 
There was no indication of 


how the Saudi and Emirate ac­ 
tion would affect U.S. con­ 
sumers because although their 
prices will go up, the prices of 
the other OPEC members will 
not rise as much as expected. A 
terse Saudi government state­ 
ment said the decision to in­ 
crease its oil prices was taken 
with “ a sense of responsibility 
toward the international 
economy, especially that of the 
developing countries.” 


That apparently referred to 
Saudi romplaints that the 5 per 
cent price hike planned by the 
other 11 OPEC nations for July 
1 would have had a devastating 
effect on developing nations 


SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - 
Some legislative employes in­ 
vest in major companies, hold 
interest in a business, or buy 
land, records show. 
But employes and those who 
supervise them say guidelines 
have been established to guard 
against conflicts of interest. 
James Hurst, director of the 
Assembly Office of Research, 
told U PI that employes are 
required to disclose their 
holdings to the office. If there 
are any potential conflicts of in­ 
terest the employe is expected 
to disqualify himself from a 
research project. 
The office, among other 
things, prepares analyses of 
legislation that are used by as­ 
semblyman before they cast 
their final floor vote. Law­ 


makers, who do not have time 
to read thousands of bills that 
come to a floor vote each year, 
rely heavily on the reports, 
many of which examine com­ 
plicated legislation. 
D isclo su re statem ents 
showed there were numerous 
legislative employes, including 
committee consultants, who 
hold stock, land, mutual funds 
or other investments. 
Assembly and Senate staf­ 
fers, mostly in sensitive posi­ 
tions, were required for the 
first time last year to file the 
statements under the 1974 Fair 
Political Practices Act. 
A Feb 24. 1977 memo sent to 
several hundred employes said : 
“ If, at any time, an employe 
feels he or she has a potential 
conflict of interest because of a 


given assignment, he or she 
must submit to the Senate 
Rules Committee for its review 
a completed copy of a conflict 
of interest disqualification 
statement.” 
The Assembly has the same 
policy 
Hurst recalled numerous 
situation that employes have 
requested disqualification from 
projects because of potential 
philosophical or financial con­ 
flicts 
Bruce Samuel, chief assistant 
to Senate President Pro Tern 
James R Mills, D-San Diego, 
for example, holds an extensive

J O. Tobin provided the 45-year-old Shoemaker with his 124th victory in a 
race of $100,000 or more' It was his 703rd triumph and his 7.244th win 
“ Even if Seattle Slew had run his very' best race.’’ added Shoemaker, “ I 
don’t think he would have beaten my horse today. 
J O. Tobin rocketed into a four-length lead into the clubhouse turn and 
finished eighth lengths in front of Affiliate with Text third in the field of seven 
3-year-olds. 
His winning time of 1 58 3-5 at a mile and one-quarter on the main track was 
a stakes record and nearlv a world record The track and world mark is 1:58 1-

Each year one hears old- 
t i m e r s 
r e m a r k 
t h a t 
Independence Day isn’t what 
it used to be. The slogan, 
“ Hurray for the great and 
glorious Fourth,” now brings a 
nostalgic smile. 
The all-day booming of 
firecrack ers and rockets, 
oratory and parades seems to 
have passed into limbo to be 
replaced by quiet fam ily 
gatherings and private pur­ 
suits. We do not believe that 
patriotism is going out of 
style. Perhaps it is because we 
are beginning to realize that 
“ independence” is no longer 
an adequate word to describe 
the great event we celebrate. 
Just who is independent to­ 
day and what are they in­ 
d e p e n d e n t 
o f ? 
No t of 
government bureaucracy — 
som etim es good and most 
times bad. Not of foreign en­ 
tanglements and respon ­ 
sibilities — which years of 
isolationism have proved to be 
inevitable, if not vitally neces­ 
sary to the preservation of our 
nation. 
Just how many of us would 
want to be independent today, 
if we could — independent of 
strong 
central 
government, 
allies, taxes and all the ser­ 


vices that taxes pay for? 
We must remember that the 
Continental Congress asserted 
that the colonies should be not 
only independent but free. 
There is a difference. 
The founders of this nation 
believed that governments ex­ 
ist to make men free and to 
help them e nj oy 
their 
freedom. Their tie to Britain 
was a bar to this goal so they 
wrote a De c l ar a t i on of 
Independence. 
Yet, it is freedom that we 
really celebrate today. But it 
was not secured to us by the 
men of ’76 for all time to 
come. It is something that 
each generation must earn and 
preserve for itself. 
Are we bartering away our 
freedom for a little security, 
both 
i n d i v i d u a l l y 
and 
nationally? Or are we putting 
the meaning of freedom into 
the broader contest of a decent 
life for all, achieved through 
national and international 
cooperation, even though it 
may limit a certain kind of 
rugged individualism? 
There’s room for argument 
on both sides. And it’s certain­ 
ly worth thinking about, not 
only on this July 4th but every 
day of the year.

WASHINGTON — Even as Americans 
celebrate the revolution that gave birth 
to the nation 201 years ago, danger 
signals are flashing that another revolu­ 
tion could tear the United States apart. 
Secret studies, intended for the eyes 
only of the top policy makers, warn 
tersely of “ social up­ 
h e a v a l 
and 
r e v o l u t i o n . ” 
The 
cause: 
the energy 
crisis. 
Unless the energy 
crisis is solved, the 
studies declare, the 
United States will run 
short of the energy 
needed to run our fac­ 
tories, heat our homes 
an d 
o p e r a t e our 
aut omob i l e s . This 
would cause such dis- 
r u p t i o n s 
t h a t 
A m e r i c a n s , 
it 
is 
predicted, would take to the streets. 
Meanwhile, “ a fantastic amount of 
misinformation, wishful thinking, out­ 
right demogoguery and misplaced hopes 
are keeping the American people from 
looking their future straight in the eye.” 
contends one study. 
Apparently, 
most 
Americans are 
counting on a technological miracle to 
save them at the last minute But the 
study warns: “ There is not a straight- 
thinking scientist or engineer anywhere 
who can promise a new technical 
miracle of any kind ... that will solve our 
energy problem ” 
The timetable: The oil burden could 
produce “ severe strain s” upon the 
“ international financial system ... dur­ 
ing 1977“ a Treasury document predicts. 
This could lead to an economic collapse, 
which would cause depression, unrest 
and instability throughout the Western 
world. 
The United States must find a sub­ 
stitute for oil, meanwhile, within the 
next two decades Otherwise, oil supplies 
will dry up, the machinery that propels 
modem America will grind to a halt and 
turmoil will overtake the country. 
The sources who showed us these 
grave documents warned soberly that 
President Carter has not taken the steps 
necessary to avert disaster. Here are the 
particulars: 
Most nations have been piling up debts 
to pay for the staggering oil increases 
Yet in the dry language of the Treasury 
study, they “ have not fully accepted the 
real economic impact of the oil price 
hikes and have not adjusted their con­ 
sumption and development patterns ac­ 
cordingly.” 
In simpler words, most oil-short na­ 
tions have borrowed to maintain living 
standards The borrowed money, since it 
went to pay for oil, literally has been 
burned. The grim result, according to 
the Treasury report, is that some 
countries already "are reaching the 
limits of their ability to borrow funds to 
cover their oil-induced deficits.” 


When their loans are cut off, living 
standards will drop This could lead not 
only to an economic but a political 
collapse, which could not be confined to 
the endangered countries. The repercus­ 
sions would be felt around the world 
Yet the Carter administration has 
responded to the crisis, according to our 
sources, by channeling money to repay 
the loans rather than to bolster the needy 
countries. Funds ear-marked for 
developing countries have been quitely 
funneled instead to the big commercial, 
multi-national banks 
Thus the new decision makers in the 
White House, influenced as they have 
been 
by 
the 
Rockefeller-sponsored 
Trilateral Commission, are bailing out 
the banks One of the biggest, of course, 
is the Rockefeller-controlled Chase 
Manhattan Bank Our sources contend 
that the greater need is to help the en­ 
dangered nations by putting the money 
into development projects. Another 
secret report scoffs at the turnin-off-the- 
lights approach to solving the energy 
crisis A complete residential blackout, 
states the study, would save only 3 per 
cent of the energy consumed in 
American homes. 
Not even a complete crackdown on 
energy waste, the study warns, would be 
enough to save the United States from an 
energy catastrophe Yet this is the main 
focus of the Carter program
